A Large Meeting at the Spring Garden
» gireet M, K. Church Advoovates Ie—Ad-
" dressss by President William H. Allen,

Willlam J, Jones, Esq., of Maryland,

and Othors—luteresting Statistics,

Last ovening an Important meeting of the
members and friends of the Methodist Bgimu-
pal Church was hield in the Spring Garden Streel
Church (Rev. Alfred Cookman’s). The object
of the meeting wne to take fnludntory sleps (o
gocure the representation of the Inlty in the
various conferences, This gubject has for a
long time boen enrnestly disenssed, and now
enengetic movements are to b Inaugnrated to
Lave it inke pr“('ill'd! form.

Although the weather was Inclement, yet a
goodly uumber tiumed out to advocale the
measnre by their presence, At 8 o'clock the
meeting wae colled to order. John L. Marls,
Feq., woae selected as Chatrman, and John
Field# JEs¢., wis uppoiuted Secretary. Before
entering upon the business of the meeting a
Bymn was sang, and prayer offered by Rev. Mr.
Tasker,

Mr. Hieskel rend a resolution, drafied by the
Committee on Organization, appointed at & pre-
vious meoting, which s¢t forth the expedicncy
of forwing a society for the purpose of abtain-
ing r j;,"'-r,l'l'l.iidl()ll ol the I!\y members of the
Church In the conferences, and spbmitilong a
plan therefor, In order thut the meeting might
fully vnderstand the purport of the resolution.
President Willinm H. Allen wasg called upon to
speak, The following Is a full report of his
interesting and statisticnl nddress:—

My, President and Brethren—Friends of Lay
Ripredentation:—I am disappointed, and sm
sure that cvery one present is also, at the
sirence of Judge Bond, the eloguent, keeun.
witted spenker, the bold aad able champion of
the rights of the people, both In the Church
snd the State; and none of {gu cAn regret more
than myself thar 1 hive been called npon to
mnke the first address this evening—the post
which Judge Bond was expected to occupy. 1
nold a paper contalning some statistios wﬁfeiu I
think prove three thipgs: — First, That the
Methodist Inity nre loyal to their Choreh, and
ought theretore to be trusted us delegates Lo the
Conference, Second, That they are [iberal con-
tributors 1o support the Choreh, and shoald
therefore bave a volee in the expenditure of
their contributions, Third, That, cousldering
their disabllities, they are remarkably patient,
sud that pow patience having had its perfect
work, they should be fraternally welcomed to
the Conference, 1 shall ask yonr indulgence
while I read these stalistics; and make a run-
nlng commentary on them,

The Methodist Episcopal Chureh mumbers,
exclusive of theSouthern Church, 7576 travelliug
preaschers und 1,080,184 members—that 18 one
preacher to 187 members, On the supposi-
tion that the preachors receive, on an nverage, a
support equivalent to $600 each, yearly, the cost
of supporting the ministry of the Church i3, in
round  numbers, 4,600,080 er  annum,
Nearly the whole of this sumis paid by the laity
aud paid cheerfully, for they believe with Pani
it they who preach the gospel should live of
the gospel,

The Church owns 10,462 houses of worship,
waloed gt $30,000,000, These were built chiefly
by the voluntary contributions of the Iaity, anc
though they are in the care of lay trastees, they
are, where the Btate laws do not interpose, the
pioyerty of the Churchi: sand the travelhing
preacheré—that e, the Conlerences—are ihe
Churech, i

The Church has twenty-five colleges and
theologicsl schools, and ™ abont eighty-two
seminarieg of lower grade. Thede, with thelr
grounds, bulldings, appariktus, Ybraries, formi-
ture, and endowments, cost at least ive millions
of dollars, They were built, lurnished, aud en-
dowed by Lbhe Jaity chizlly, They are governed
by trustees, 8 majority of whom, with the single
excention of Dickingson, are clergymen. Thely
presidents nod most of thelr prolessors are gler-
gymen, Thetr committees of visitation aond
exnmination sre usnally elergymen, aud their
endowments are efther held by their patronlptng
Couferences, or by trustees appointed by the
Conterences, nnd responsible to them; or by
Bourds fo which the clergy have always o ma-
jorin.

The Chorch has sixteon official periodicals,
cdited by the clerey, aud coutrolled by
the @General Confereuce, Next o the pulpit
they ure the most powerful instrument n lorm
ing the opimong and guide the minds of the
people. Ax there is usuaply s diserimination
beiween the clergy sud the laity in the sub-
scription price for these (the eclergy recelving
them for cost or for less than cost, while the
laity pay more than cost), it i3 falr (o say that
all of thom are supported by the la vy, a8 sn ex-
penge ol ol least three hundred thousand dolinrs 4
VOAr.

The appropriations for misslons for 1847
pmounted to aver a milllou; and that swm has
veen, or will be, mai-ed by the contributions of
the lawy, chieﬂiv. I suy chegty, tor 1 um  not
ignorant of the fact that the clergy contribule
fieely to the misslonury and other benevolent
enterpriseas of the Church, and I say it to the
credit of these self-denylog men. that of the
mouey they recelve from the lgity tor their
support, they do set apart s libexal sum for
benevolent objects, Bul ivis not to be forgolien
tout few of them coold do this if the laivy did
pol muke them their wlmoners by m:vfdmu
tho mwenps, L will ot detmn you with the sta-
tistics of the Tract, Bible, and Sunduy School
canses, but will lllll.!}l, ndd that these mud all
olber benevoleni enterpriecs of the Church are
wnnaged under the direction aod supervision of
the General Conference, There are Iny trasteecs
at headguariers in New York, but the General
Cogpference legiélates for them all.  The trustecs
are exeoutive nod sdmiolstrative officers, undeor
rules prescribed by the General Conference.

Al this immense organizalion hos growo up
by the zeal of the clerey sod laity, and by the
money of the laity, in one bundred years, And
when 1t was propossd to ralse & million dollars
a% & thank offering In 1860, the centennial year,
the Yoity responded with nearly stx milllons,
[ue Gonore were permitied to name the specific
objeets to whieh thelr donstions were to be ap-
phed, but all these obleots are In one way or
otber uuder the authority »f the General or
Avnual Conferepces, in which the laity have
oeilier yoive por yole,

The fact that the lnily have enwnbled the

ek to.eagry forward thelr great works with-
out an¥ effectosl control over the expenditure
of their mopuy, nor any directing, influence o
the Institutions or Jeglslation o1 the Charoh,
seems Lo me 10 be abundant proofl thatl they are
loyal sud hberal, sud having done all this while

kuoeking utthe doors of the Conferences, and

:fll;kﬁ?mml admisslon, is 8 good proof of thely

wbiruoe, &

And now, Mr. President, permit mo to &i
thul for the last sixiy years a large and intelli-
eent number of our laity, and yot u few of our
clergy, bave petceived ‘and regretted thut the
government of our Church was not ln barmouny
with our Amerienu notions of the responsibility
of rolérs 10 the feople, und the right of ¢

ple, (hrough their representativos, to asslat

0 mal\n: the Inws hf which they ure governed,
Chutoh bs %wernod by iwo clnsses oﬂpwn—n
bigher or diving h[i of which Chrlat s {he
Jawglver, and which all Ohristians, whother lny
or clerigal, are implicitly and equally bound 1o
obey; and & lower law, not divine, Hot humay,
conslst'ng of rules and regulations for the poy:
erumeat ol p:'mﬂ' ohurches gud for ewrr
on thely wor

'nhne' wudt not be in sonfllct with the Jaw of

Christ any more thas our Biate or municipal

Jaws can be in conflict with the woral lawe

which God has established for the government

of tho world. But, bring human institutions,
thgy yary among different bodies of Christians,

j-ﬂ e IL laws of different States and natlons

wiffer oue from another, They should always

be ndupred to the wanis o' the peapie, nod
should hnrmonize with their views ol porsonal
freedom, individual mght, and the official pe-
sponsibility of goyernora to the governed, The

enernl Conference of owr Church is, nn ler
Christ, 1ts highest legislative body, and the ox.
elusion of (he Inity from that body has been, ns
i® well known, & cxvse of complaint,  agitation,
and socession, Bome sixteen yenrs sineen large
ponvention of the Imends ol lay representation
met in ipis ecity, wd delermined to agitate,
without secertion. £hy movemont was aa emi
nently losal one,

The brethren who were eneaged In it had no
privite griefs that made them do ity po seldl
nor ambitions ends 1o serve; but looking solely
1o what they conceived to be the best intereyts
of thy Church, they commenced the great work
of persundivg the clergy 1o share 1heie immense
powers with the laity who supported them. 1
cill thelr powers immense, boonure tho Lighest
judiclal tribupal in the country has ruled that
they were greater than the people had ever
imagined, or the clergy themseives bad clatmed,
It was foreseen that these powoers were linble to
abuse, for the clergy, ns well a3 the lalty, are
but men. A single olass should not leglsinte for
all others, nor for any other exclupively, All
should legislate for alf, und then &1l ihterests
nnd opinions will be represented,

The movement bas been not only loyul, bat
persistent apd progressive, If a few have
frinted hf the way, & hundred for one have
Laken their places. * In many of the annonl con-
feremees « majority of the preschers now favor
the change. The old war-borses who opposed
us at the begiuniog sWll neigh thelr dissent, but
with fecbler energy. A new generation 1# come
g forward upon the stage, who know their
rights and are resolved to have them. A new
generastion of ministers are taking our pulpits,
who recognize the laity as members of Chnet's
body noless than themselves, and who are notv
afriid that they will tear the Choreh in ploces,
They say come up and belp ns, Let us work
together in pence for the ¢xtension of Chilst's
kingdom and the glory of God.

When the movement began T prodicted that 1t
would require twenty years to carry the Church

with us, 1 wasnot & prophet nor the son ol a
l;lmphu-l. I will not make another prediction.
he world and the Church move fast la these

latter duye. 1 will only say that the indications
now are that four years must be subtracted from
thnt score—and that the Geueral Couterence of
1868 wiil take & step which will soon place the
M. E. Church at the hend of the Protestant
churches of the world,

All who bave read the learned and able arti-
eles of Dr. Crooks m the Mefhooist, in reply to
Dr, Porter’s argument in favor of the divine
right ol the minlstry to govern the Church
will admit that on that point he has covers
the whole ground. There 12 little left for us
but to repeal—Sipplily [and enfores upon the
miod of the Church the arguments which he
und others have already addoeed. Bat our
opponents, Jike Goldsmith’s sonoolmaster in the
poem of *Tne Deserted Village,” “even though
vanquisbhed, can argue sull” Driven ftom
thewr favorite theory of divine right (which
Is the mokt offensive lorm of Apostolic succes-
slon, and worthy only of the Church of Rome),
they take refuge in the negative argument of
inexpediency. ;

The Autoerat of all the Rus<ing might nse the
sume, i his people should demand & purlisment to
make their Jaws. “We govern voa very well,
better than you cap govern yourselves, Let well
evovgh alone.” Ay, that brake to stop the
wheels of pregress—ihat paralysis of head and
heart and nd.—*Let well enough alone,"

. The trath is, nothing is good enough whieh cun

be made beiter; and there are few institutions
in this imperieet world which are not sus-
ceptible of improvement, Times chuvnge, und
if iustitutions are not chaneed to adapt them to
the new conditions, they become fossils; but the
living world moves on.

There s also an ad capfandum argument
which our opponents have put In the mouths of
gome honest but nol very far-sighted laymen,
‘that Juy represenfation  will  spable  rich
men to govern the Church,  And the ory, “'Be-
ware of rich men," like “Beware of mad dog," is
ratsed on all sides, Bat who cricd beware
when Daniel Drew offered his bt mililon® Did
they stand aghast at such o dangerous man's
money * Oh ne, not the money, but the min,
I'uke the monay, but beware of the man. He
might bave oo much power. If laymen were
aonitted to Conference he might buy an ¢lee-
tion, snd once sexted in.coutercnce, buay the
whole of us and carry off the Charch in his
pocket, .

Verily the argument, if it prove anything,
proves that those who make it have little conil.
dence inthe power of the clergy (o reglst “the
mammon of nurighteousness,” We have u belder
opinion of our preachers thunfihis, We do Dot
believe that they are in the market for sale, nor
that they would barierthe Interests of the Chuarch
for lucre, While their hearts are pure and their
hands ¢lean, we do not see how rich men are to
govern the Church. i

Mr. President, I am detaining the audlence
too long with a dull speech, while they wait for
the bangquet of elogquenee with which the other
spenkors are rmparr.u to reiresh them, I will
only ndd that I huve not jor a moment, during
the last sixteen yenprs, Jost faith in the practica-
bility, L-xPeuimm,\_-. or justice of lay representa-
tion. All the Protestant Churches in the coun-
try, exeept ours, have adopted it; not oue of
them hus derived from it unﬂthlng but benefit;
pot one of them would abolish i, even il the
declston were left to the clergy alone, A
The Roman Cutholle Church alone stande'side
by side with us on this question, and ndberes to
her poelent hierarchy. Let us earnestly work
and fervently Fny that the next General Con-
ference may place aur Church in the line of pro-
gress with her Protéstant sisters, nnfl remove
fiom oor Zion a stumbling-block which deters
thouwrnnds from cotering her gates,

of the Sixth Nationsl Bank, just completed, at
the northwest corner of Second and Pine streats,
wans taken possession of yesterday. It has a
front on Second streot of 23 feet, nnd a depth of
83 feet on Pine street, nnd is three stories in
height, The bankipg-room on the mpin floor is
22 by 98 feet, and 18 handsomely fitted up with
solid walunt desks and tables, In the rear ls
the Ca-bier's rogm, und above It s room for the
Directors to meet m. The vault §s llaed with
graunite elabs, four inchies in thickness, and hae
u door made of solid iron, two Iuches and o
quarter thick. The lock i8 of peculiar construc-
tion, ineapable of belng operated upon excepl
by one ncquainted with ils seeret combinations.
16 i8 desigped te rent the basement and the
second and third stories, the Istter ol which are
suitable for society meetings. The buildiug 18
substantinlly constructed, From the first to the
cecond story it 1s of 1ron, painted and sanded,
to imitate slone, and above, to the roof, it is of
pressed brick, with white murble dressings, It
minkes a very handsome appearance, The work
wis done under the superiatendence of Mr,
Edwin J. Graham, bullder,
The new barking-house st Third and Arch
gireets, for the Union Nuotional Bank, 18 pro-
ressiug towards completion, and will be ready
‘or occupancy betore the close ol the year, It
mukes a very pretty appesrance, both the design
and materinls contributivg to it. A light oresus
colored utone, obtalped in Uhlo, Is used in the
construction, the dressings being ot Connectiout
brown stone., The bullding is three stories in
helght: the first story, to be used by the bank
beipg 22 feet ngh. It ia to be handsomely !llle!!
up. In the basement there will be o Kitchen
aud giping-room for the use of the employes of
the Jnstitution; the second and third stories will
be rented for business purposes. The bullding
lins o front of 54 feet on Thivd streat god 40 feel
on Arch street, M. J, C, Sidney. is the archi-
ieel, Mr. R, J, Dobbins the bmlder, und Messis,
Struthers & SBons the stone-workeis.

Tag Manxer Sreepr Fme—The alarm of
firve ut hulf-past 4 o'clock yesterday alternocon
was caused by the totul destruction of the con-
tents of the basemoent No, 826 Markot atreet, It
wis occupled by Messrs, Bonser wnd Elils,
wenufacturers of lwines, ropes, cordage, and
cotton wadding, Thelr loss will amonnt to
nhout $4000, oo which there ls an insurance of
$2000 1n the Royal, of Liverpool. The occu-
pants of the upper part of the buliding were
Ullman & Haas, clothing manutsctureps. The
flist foor was well stooked with olothing, which
was conslderably damaged by water., The loss
i# covered by insorance.

It {s suppored that the origin of the fire was
aceldenial, ws 8 boy was engaged in placing
cotton o u bag under @ gadlight ot the tune It
hupnencd. e young American beeame go
frightened, however, thut he fan home and
could not be found 80 0s Lo obtain any statement
from him.
